CHAPTER 192.
[ Published May 4, 1865.)

AN ACT to amend section 20 of chapter 125 of revised statutes,
entitled “of pleadings in eivil actions.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

Sectron 1. Section 20 of chaptsr 125 of the re-
vised statutes is hereby amended, so as to read as fol-
lows : ¢ Section 20. It shall not be necessary for a
party to set forth in a pleading the items of an account
therein alleged, but he shall deliver to the adverse party,
within ten days after a demand thereof in writing, 8
copy of the account, which, if the pleading is verified,
must be verified by his own oath or that of his agent
or attorney, to the effect that ho believes it to be true,
or be precluded from giving evidence thereof. The
court or a judge thereof, or a county judge or court
commissioner, may order a further account when the
one delivered is defective; and the court may in all
cases order a bill of B’articulars of the claim of either
party to be furnished.

SecrioN 2. Thisact shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
